CAN MEET 
ARAB TEST

TEL AVIV. — Although the 
Egyptian and Syrian combined 
navies are “impressively preat- 
er” than the craft available to 
Israel, the quality of her men 
and the standard of mainte- 
mance enable the Israel Navy 
to face any challenge the Arabs 
may offer in the Red Sea or 
the Mediterranean, Aluf Avra- 
ham Botzer, O.C. Navy, told 
correspondents yesterday. 

He was on the eve of 
“Navy Day,” which is being mark- 
ed today. 

The Egyptian and Syrian fleets 
are believed to muster between them 
a total of 12 submarines, 25 missile 
boats, 25 torpedo boats. four des- 
troyers and 40 other men-of-war. 

In the past year, Aluf Botzer said, 
the navy has virtually stopped infil- 
tration from the Mediterranean, and 
has maintained a fairly firm grip 
on infiltration from the Gulfs of 
Suez and Hilat. Dozens of crafts have 
been intercepted in infiltration at- 
tempts, intended largely as hit-and- 
run sabotage actions or to transport 
men and ammunition to the Gaza 
Strip. 

“Tf hostilities resume,” Aluf Bot- 
‘her said, “the Navy will be able to 
tackle the enemy fleets at the pace 
and circumstances of our choice.” 

The backbone of the navy was 
its submarines and Saar-type missile 
boats armed with the Israeli-deve- 
loped Gabriel sea-to-2e2 missile. 

Speaking on Israel Radio last 
night, Aluf Botzer said that the Is- 
rael Navy had to avold situations of 
“misunderstanding” with the Soviet 
Navy, and thus did not operate in 
the regions where they ‘did.

Okamoto was convinced that a 
new attack would be made some- 
where soon, Mr. Matsufujl said. 

According to observera the milita- 
ry court is highly unlikely to grant 
Okeamato’s wish to be executed. Al- 
though emergency legislation inherit- 
ed from the days of the British 
Mandate provides for the death pe- 
nalty, judiciel sources said the court 
would almost certainly not impose 
this sentence.

Prime Minister Golda Meir is 
not expected to appoint immediate- 
ly a successor to Justice Min- 
ister Ya'acov Shimshon Shapiro, 
who resigned Sunday. ᾿ 

According to informed Cabinet 
sources, Mrs. Meir will herself as- 
sume the Justice Portfolio tempo- 
rarily — if last-minute efforts to per- 
suade Mr. Shapiro to withdraw his 
resignation fail. 

She will not act to select a suc- 
cessor until after her return from 
@ conference of the Socialist Inter- 
national in Vienna, next month, the 
Sources said. 

The sources said that Mrs. Meir 
wants to permit tension in the La- 
dour Party and in the public to 
subside before appointing a new 
Justice Minister. 

The Premier and Finance Min- 
ister Pinhas Sapir yesterday conti- 
nued to try to persuade Mr. Sha- 
Piro to change his mind. The Labour 
Party Leadership Bureau 3180 con- 
vened last night for the same pur- 
pose. Mr. Shapiro was present at 
the meeting. 1 

However, there was a general 
feeling that Mr. Shapiro would not 
be moved, and one usually reliable 
Party source said the Bureau would 
just be “going through the mo- 
tions.” 


Mr. Shapiro's resignation becomes 
effective at 2 p.m. today, 48 hours 
after it was tendered. 

Speculation on an ultimate suc- 
cessor to Mr. Shapiro continued in 
torney-General Meir Shamgar, Tel 
names mentioned included former 
Commerce Minister Haim Zadok, At- 
torney General Meir Shamgar, Tel 
‘Aviv ‘District Court Judge Zeev 
Zeltner, and the Independent Libe- 
rais' Gideon Hausner. It was also 
suggested that Mrs. Meir may want 
to give the portfolio to Police Min- 
ister Shlomo Hillel or Commerce 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev, 23 an ad- 
ded portfolio, Some sources held 
that she might use the opportunity 
to find a Cabinet seat for the Am- 
bassador to the U.S., Yitzhak Ra- 
bin. 

The Prime Minister js expected 
to make an announcement on Mr. 
Shapiro’s resignation in the Knes- 
set today. Mr. Shaplro will take the 
rostrum after her to explain the 
grounds for his withdrawal.

TOKYO. Communist China 
yesterday said the recent escala- 
tion of U.S. air strikes against 
North Vietnam, close to the Sino- 
Viemamese borders, is threaten- 
ing the security of China. 

Tt charged thet “these frenzied 
acts of aggression" of the U-S. are 
not only “new war crimes" against 
North Vietnam but also “grave Ὅτο- 
vocations” against China. 


In a Foreign Ministry statement, 
China said that “the Chinese Gov- 
ernment and people express their 
resolute support” for the North 
Vietnamese. A statement issued 
last Saturday condemned the U.S. 
for further dispatching planes for 
raids against the Hanoi suburbs, 
‘Haiphong and other areas. 

Last week, U.S. jets swept to 
within 20 miles of China and wreck- 
ed a big North Vietnamese railroad 
marshalling yard and highway 
bridge only 40 seconds flying time 
from the China-Vietnam border. The 
raids were reported the closest to 
the border since the 1965-68 US. 
bombing campaign against North 
Vietnam. 

In Paris, the US. yesterday in- 
dicated that it might soon end its 
five-week boycott of the Vietnam 
peace talks. 


Chief U.S. negotiator WilHam 
Porter returned to Paris and said 
that President Nixon was “intensely 
interested in arriving at some kind 
of negotiated settlement of the 
Vietnam problem.” 

“My return here at this time is 
an additional indication of his 
strong preference and hope that 
such a settlement can be achieved,” 
he added. 

In North Vietnam, U.S. planes 
picked off scores of railway cars 
stuck like “sitting ducks” on the 
battered tracks between Hanol and 
the Chinese Border, the U.S. com- 
mand reported. 

South Vietnamese armoured co- 
Jumns and truckloads of suppiles 
broke through yesterday to An Loc 
and all but lifted the siege of the. 
provincial capita! 95 kms, north of: 
Saigon — the fourth major town to- 
be Mberated since the Communist. 
offensive began on March 30. 


A few snipers remained in the 
town, and Highway 18 from Saigon 
was not considered “safe” but most 
of the North Vietnamese attackers 
were reported to have withdrawn to 
Cambodia and the remaining 7th 
and 9th Communist divisions were 
described as “decimated” or so bad- 
ly cut up they lost their combat 
effectiveness. (AP, UPI, Reuter).

Ambassador Rabin repudiated the 
story yesterday and said his inter- 
view had been “misquoted” and tak- 
en “out of context” by the “Wa- 
shington Post” correspondent, Yuval 
Eizur, in Jerusalem. 

The question to O'Brien and his 
reply came in the closing minutes 
of the programme. Mr. Rabin was 
quoted as saying that President 


Nixon has been a good friead of 
Israel, that Israel should “remember 
shess dcr ἄς, not the werd of che 
oppusition.” 

"Brien sald, “I can’t believe that 
an Ambassador representing a for- 
elgn power would become 
involved in a presidential election 
in any wey." 

The Democratic chairman said he 
did not know the text of the com- 
ments, "but off the top of my head 
Jet me just suggest that I can’t 
believe there would be that kind of 
involvement in a campaign in this 
country.”

Big four powers move to 
maintain rights in Berlin 


By LESLIE COLITT 
Ts future rights of the Western 
allies and the Soviet Union in 
Berlin and Germany ere to-be re- 
defined for the first time since World 
War IL by the four victorious 
Powers of that war. 


In an event overshadowed by the 
signing of the Berlin accord last 
weekend, the three western Foreign 
Ministers proposed new four-Power 
talks on thelr rights to Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrej Gromyko. The 
Soviet Union, which shares Western 
interests in having s permanent 
voice in German affairs, is expected 
to agree to formal discussions. They 
are likely to be held by the am- 
bassadors of the four nations to 
Bonn and East Berlin, who hammer- 
ed out the quadripartite pact on Ber- 
in. 


The Western allies have taken the 
initiative because of what their dip- 
lomats describe as “dynamic new 
inter-German negotiations” which are 
about to begin. East and West Ger- 
many are to meet shortly to start 
working on an agreement that will 
determine their relatonship for 
years to come. The resulting treaty 
will open the way for the exchange 
of plenipotentiaries who will reside 
in the two German capitals. 


. Germanys to U.N. 


Such a treaty, which Bonn offi- 
clals believe can be concluded later 
this year, will open the way for ad- 
mittance of both Germanys to the 
U.N, by next year. And this is 
where the allies begin to get con- 
cerned. 

Although the people of divided 
Berlin will be represented in the 
UN. by East and West Germ: 
West Berlin remains under Western 
occupation, while the four Powers 


have unlimited access to the entire. 
‘city These “remnants-‘of quadripar-" 


tite Tule, the allies say, will have to 
be Teaffirmed before they will ‘ap- 
prove U.N. membership for both 
Germanys. 

Similarly, the armed forces of the 
Western allies in Berlin have spe- 
cial access rights to the city over 
the Helmstedt-Berlin autobahn that 
cuts through East Germany. Their 
troop movements and suppiles are 
subject only to checks by the Soviet 
Union. Western air traffic to Berlin 
uses three air corridors cutting ac- 
ross Bast Germany. Soviet and West- 
ern air controllers oversee the cor- 
ridors, which may not be used by 
East German aircraft. There are 


any, post — 


other rights reserved to the victorious 
Powers and the Westera allies insist 
they are not about to give them up 
until a peace treaty has been signed 
with a united Germany. 

There is still another reason why 
the West is ‘so interested in main- 
taining its prerogatives in Germany. 
‘West German recognition of the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic and its 
subsequent membership of the U.N. 
will certainly lead to diplomatic 
relations between Nato countries and 
the GDR. The Western allies would 
not be ἐπ 8 position to withhold 
recognition for long. 


Embassies in east 

In fact, allied Hplomats in Berlin 
are predicting that within the next 
few years they will begin construc- 
tion at their pre-war embassy sites 
on the eastern side of the Branden- 
burg Gate. Future diplomatic rela- 
tions with the GDR, however, e entail 
an acknowledgement of East Berlin 
as the capital of the country, a 


potentially fatal blow to four-Power 
rights in Berlin that the allies are 
now seeking to prevent. 

There are strong reasons for the 
Russians to be vitally interested in 
continued special rights for the four 
Powers in Berlin and responsibilities 
for all of Germany. 

The most important 15 that it gua- 
rantees them a future say in German 
affairs going even beyond their trea- 
ty with the German Democratic Re- 
public on the stationing of Soviet 
forces there. Even that agreement 
speaks of Soviet forces “in Ger-

Papers expect Sato 
resignation on Friday 


TOKYO (AP). Prime Minister 
Eisaku Sato has suggested that he 
would announce his resignation when 
the current session of the Diet — 
Parliament — ends on Friday, Ja- 
panese newspapers report. ᾿ 

The newspapers said Mr. Sato 
made the suggestion when he had 
separate meetings recently with two 
of the strongest contenders to his 
Foreign Minister Takeo Fu- 
kudaw, 66, and Kakuei Tanaka, 53, 
Minister of International Trade and 
Industry. The 71-year-old Prime Min- 
ister was also reported ‘to have 
asked Messrs. Fukuda and Tanaka 
for cooperation in orderly transfer 
of power. 

Sources close to the Li- 
beral-Democratic Party — LDP — of 
which Mr. Sato is president, sald a 
behind-the-scene struggie for Sato’s 
post has been intensified among 
followers of Fukuda, Tanaka and 
two other contenders —- former for- 
eign ministers Takeo Miki and Mas- 
ayoshi Ohira. 

Dr. Henry Kiasinger, visiting U.s. 
presidenttal adviser, had a breakfast 
with Mr. Fukuda on Sunday. He is 
scheduled to have a separate meet- 
ing with Mr. Tanaka and then with 


Miki and Ohira together. 

The LDP convention is scheduled 
next month at which Sato’s success- 
or will be elected. 

Fukuda has cancelled a plan to 
attend the Asian and Pacific Coun- 
cil’s Ministerial Meeting in Seoul, 
South Korea, later this month. Po- 
litical observers said Fukuda had 
apparently considered it unfavour- 
able to attend the Seoul conference 
which Communist China says is anti- 
communist in character.

and because “nothing can stop the 
power of consciousness.” To support 
his contentions, he pointe to the 
growth of rock music, underground 
newspapers, free schools and long 
hair as evidence that this revolution 
has already made inroads into the 
larger society. 

Given his belief in the mission 
and revolutionary character of youth 
culture, it seems natural that the 
symbols Reich most associates with 
this wave of the future are Weod- 
stock, the V-sign and the expres- 
sion “Oh wow!” 


Paean to the young 


This latter exclamation describes 
my feelings after reading Reich's 
book, for the utopian predictions 
made by Reich tend to leave one 
breathless. Despite the exuberant 
claims made for it by its boosters, 
“The Greening of America" appears 
to be more a paean to the young 
than ἃ tract for revolution, Reich's 
optimistic and hopeful view of the 
new generation of Americans and 
their impact on the world probably 
Tesults from hig having spent too 
much time in the frenetic atmo- 
sphere of the college campus. He 
himself admits that much of the 
book “was written in the Stiles- 
Morse dining halls at Yale” (where 
he teaches law}, hardly the ideal 
spot from which to contemplate a 
revolution. For that matter, it is 
questionable whether ‘the dining 
halls of any American university 
provide the perspective necessary to 
make a judgment about radical 
whange in American society. 

Although “The Greening of Amer-

Judged by 
this criterion most revolutions are 
Mere coups @état, According to Re- 
vel, there has been to date only 
one real revolution, which began in 
1715 with the death of Louis XIV 
and ended at some indeterminate 
point in the 19th century. This was 
the First Revolution. Revel feels 
that the Second Revolution cannot 
originate in Western Europe, in the 
Third World, or in the Communist 
countries, but “only” in the U.S. “It 
is only there that it can happen.” 
Like Reich, he says that this revo- 
lution has already begun, But 
“whether or not this revolution

Revel sees revolution as being im- 
possible in Western Europe because 
the Left is hopelessly divided, con- 
servative and beckward-looking. Re- 
volution is also impossible in the 
Third World because underdevelop- 
ed societies cannot marshal the re- 
sources necessary for any drastic 
change, and those societies that 
have the resources cannot utilize 
them effectively because they lack 
sufficient leadership and know-how. 
The Communist world is also un- 
likely ground for revolution because 
almost every country is in the 
hands of an oligarchy or autocracy.

Although he 
has perceived a great deal, some of 
his impressions strike me as Iudi- 
crous, ag for example, his assertion 
that in 1967 no fewer than 300,000 
of San Francisco's 750,000 citizens 
were Hippies, He also falls into the 
trap of presenting individual and 
controversial opinions ag if they 
were generally accepted truths. His 
statement that “the Generaj Electric 
strike was considered one of the 
most significant social movements in 
America since 1980" should come 

as quite a surprise to most Amer- 
ican historians and political analysts. 
And his visual impressions often 
mislead him. On the basis of hav- 
ing seen Spanish and Chinese signs 
in Callfornia airports, he reports on 
the striking linguistic pluralism of 
the U.S. This contention would cer- 
tainly surprise a good many Chi- 
canos and Chinese.

Kennan bases his current re- 
evaluation of Soviet aims on funda- 
mental changes which have 0c- 
curred in the last quarter-century, 
which in some measure he had hop- 
ed might occur. As Kennan sees it, 
the Simo-Soviet ideological dispute 
has weakened Soviet power, the in- 
ternational Communist movement has 
become fragmented, and Soviet do- 
mination of Eastern Europe is 
marred by instability. ‘I think there 
has been a very considerable mel- 
lowing of Soviet power,” he adds. 

Kennan’s reassessment was pre- 
pared in advance of President Nix- 
on’s summit m with Soviet 
leaders in Moscow. But on the basis 
of his intimate knowledge of the 
Soviet Government, Kennan warned 
that it was -unlikely that Soviet- 
American relations would ever be- 
come traly close.: τ 

“We should keep: in communica- 
tion with them — constantly — con- 
cerning the situation in the Middle 
East, with a view to avoiding mis- 
understandings: Beyond that, there 
is not much we can do,” he writes.

Philippine private 
war leaves 17 dead 


MANILA (AP). — Seventeen per- 
sons were killed and two others 
wounded in two gunbattles between 


two “private armies” the 
Christian “Ilagas" or rats and the 
Moslem “Barracudas” — in Zam- 
boanga Del Sur, southern Philip- 
pines, the Philippine news service 
reported yesterday.

The 
petitioner eventually traced the child 
with the ald of Interpol and applied 
to the High Court of Justice for a 
habeas carpus order. 

Mr. Heruti and Mr. L Haimowitz 
appeared for the petitioner and Mr. 
B. Rotman and Mr. R, Rotman for 
the respondent. 


Decision 

Justice Sussman, who delivered the 
decision of the High Court, Justices 
Witkon and Cohn concurring, point- 
ed out that the rule was established 
in H.C. 125/49 that once a foreign 
Competent court has issued a cus- 
tody judgment the courts of Israel 
will respect the judgment unless sa- 
tisfied that the good of the child 
demands that the decision of the for- 
eign court be overruled. 

in the present case, he continued, 
the respondent had in fact argued 
that the good of the child demanded 
that he remain in Israel, where he had 
@ good home, was loved end cared 
for by the respondent's second wife 
and had adjusted well to the kinder- 
garten which he attended, whereas 
he had alleged the child’s mother 
had married a Catholic, who did not 
treat the child well, and lived with 
her husband, her mother and a baby 
born from the second marriage, in 
a small apartment in a poor and 
crime-ridden district in Brooklyn. 
But, Justice Sussman held, while 
he did not for 2 moment cast any 
doubt on the respondent’s statement 
that the child was well off in Israel, 
he failed to understand why the 
respondent had failed to get custody 
of the child between April 1970, 
when the plaintiff had remarried, and 
September 1871, when the child was 
taken unlawfully to Israel, in the 
light of the fact that he had been 
entitled to apply to the New York 
Court for reconsideration of the cus- 
tody order.

Danoch, acquitted 
of threatening 
crime reporter 


TEL AVIV. — Magistrate's Court 


if Judge Boris Rappoport yesterday 


acquitted Shimon Danoch of char- 
ges of threatening to kill “Ha’a- 
retz”’ reporter Ron Kislev in con- 
nection with the latter's series of 
articles on organized crime. 

Nevertheless, the Judge ordered 
Danoch to post a 5L3,000 bond: to 
avoid committing any offence in- 
volving violence for one year. 

The prosecution claimed that Da- 
noch had entered the “Ha'aretz” 
offices in Tel Aviv on April 19 and 
threatened to kill Kislev if he didn't 
stop writing his crime series. 

Defence Counsel Moshe Rom held 
that Danoch did not make any 
murder threats. Moreover, Kislev 
had linked Danoch’s name with a 
murder case that was still sub 
judice. Danoch had every right, his 
jJawyer claimed, to try to prevent 
the journalist from publishing the 
Story. 

Judge Rappoport, in his verdict, 
agreed with defence counsel, saying 
that whether or not Danoch had ac- 
tually threatened Kislev with vio- 
lence was immaterial, since the jour- 
nalist was actually committing a 
breach of the libel law in printing 
his series of articles. 

The Judge then proceeded to re-

Mapai ordered to 
pay journalist 


1.100 for libel 


TEL AVIV. — A libel suit filed 
over five years ago by “Ha'aretz” 
journalist Yair Kotler against Ma- 
pal, ended yesterday when the Ma- 
gistrate’s Court awarded Mr, Kotler 
1100 token damages. 

The suit arose over an article 
written by Kotler and published in 
‘Ha’aretz" on December 7, 1966, 
which dealt with the physical fitness 
of the late Mayor Mordechai Namir 
to continue holding office, 

Kotler sued for libel when Mapai 
published a press release accusing 
him of “mud-slinging.” Mapai fur- 
ther accused him, he sald, of be- 
longing to the Rafi party and parti- 
cipating in that party's anti-Mapai 
campaign. 

The respondents in the suit were 
Mapai, its spokesman, Avitsl Mo- 
senson, end Mrs. Golda Meir, then 
Mapai Secretary-General. At the 
plaintiff's request, Mrs. Meir’s name 
was dropped from the suit after 
she became Prime Minister. 

Judge Moshe Duer ruled that Kot- 
ler had indeed been guilty of “smea- 
ring,” but that the respondents had 
“over-reacted” in their counter-at- 
tack, Mapai's press release exceeded 
all reasonable limits and contained 
libellous elements, the judge said.

Bulk of ex-W. Bankers 


can’t return—yet

For the time being, Israel will 
not permit the return of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of West Bank 
residents whe left the country be- 
fore anc during the Six Day War, 
Defence Minister Moshe Dzyan 
said yesterday. 

Mr. Dayan was Teplying to 8. de- 

mand mad? on this subject by Ma- 
yor Abdui-Jawad Saleh of El-Bireh, 
during the Minister's visit to the 
town yesterday. 

During the meeting — which 
though generally cordial was punc- 
tuated by sharp exchanges — Mayor 
Saleh at ore point said there would 
be hunger strikes and cemonstre- 
tions unless Israeli permitted more 
war-divided families to unite. He 
told the Defence Minister that the 
present quota for reunification of fa- 
milles split hetween the West Bank 
and Jordan was too low. 

Mr. Dayan replied that he was not 
prepsred to discuss the msiter un- 
der thrests. “Tf the residents of El- 
Bireh choose to protest In such a 
way, the>, instead of meetings and 
discussions, paratroopers will be 
brought ere to deal with the mat- 
ter,” Mr. Deyan warned. 

At the same time, the Defence 
Minister said, he recognized the dif- 
ficutty of the probiem. In keeping 
with guidelines laid down by the 
Gorernment, the reunion of as many 
families as possible would be per- 
mitted. He added that the Military 
Government would eliow the return 
of former residents where humanita- 
rian considerations were involved, as 
well as of those persons who could 
contribute to the economic develop- 
ment of the West Sank. 

Mayor Saleh also asked that 500 
dunams of El-Bireh land annexed 
to the Municipality of Jerusalem 
after the wer be returned to his 
town. Mr. Dayen replied that the 
decision to sequester the land was 
taken by the Israe! Government and 
was irreversibie. 

Mr. Dayan and his aides gave 
positive replies to the Mayor's re- 
quests for assistance in the cons- 
truction of a commercial centre, 
more welfare aid and reconsiderstion 
of previous decisions concerning the 
release of prisoners. 

VISITS RAMALLAR 

Mr. Dayan's visit to Hi-Bireh 
yesterday was preceded by a similar 
courtesy cal! to the newly-elected 
Mayor of Ramallah, Mr. Karim 
Khalaf, and the City Council. 

Discussing 2 reavest by Ramallah 
(and other West Bank towns) to be 
allowed to receive money owed 
them by the Jordanian Government, 
the Minister stressed that officially 
the thing’ was out of the question, 
since the Jordanian Government's 
authority did not extend to the West 
Bank any longer. He added that 
“there is no such thing as getting 
money with no strings attached... 
Isn't one government enough for 
you?” 

However, Mr. Dayan stressed that 
West Bank municipalities conid ob- 
tain financing for defined develop- 
Ment purposes from eny financial 
institution ἐπ the Arab world if they 
wished. But tais was on condition it 
was done or 5. cemmercial, not 
political, basis, he ssid. 

As his counterpart in El-Bireh, 
Mayor Khalaf raised a number of 
far-ranging {ssues, including tourism 
development, tax matters, the re- 
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lease of prisoners 2nd the reunion 
of families. Mr. Dayan reiterated 
that if the West Bank towns would 
raise their municipal rates, the 
Military Government would con- 
tribute its share. 

The Defence Minister also urged 
the two mayors to reconsider their 
decision to resign from the hoard 
of directors of the East Jerusalem 
Electric Corporation (which fol- 
lowed the corporation’s agreeing to 
co-opt two representatives of the 
Jerusalem Municipality on the 
board).

Bank swindlers
